As is well known the best and finest 
furs of the world with very few excep- 
tions ave found in British North Ameri- 


ea, and the greatest fur preserve of the 
world today lies within our own province 
of Alberta in the MeKenzie and Peace | 
and Athabasca District. 

The quality of the fur caught in these | 
districts, with some few exceptions is as 
good in any other part of America 
and the fu. trade forms one of the most 
valuable assets of our provines, Ourown 
City of Edmonton owes its origin to that 
trade, in fact what gold has been to some 
countries the fur trade has heen to West- 
ern Canada, The fur trader in pursuit 
of furs was led on gradually to explore 
what was before his advent an autumn 
wilderness, and civilization followed in 
his footsteps. When I first eame to Ed- 
monton in *69 the traders of the North- 
West found their cash market in St. 
Paul A\‘ter 1870 this trade began to 
centre in Winnipeg, and when’ Edmonton 
became « town, the trade came to it, 
and some day it will find a new home 
in some of the towns that will surely 
arise in the north. 

Alberta's Fur-Bearing Animals. 

The animals that are found in Al- 
herta are common to all parts of North , 
Americn. The following list embraces 
all of them. Badger, Bears, black, griz- 
zly, brown and white, Beaver, Ermine, 
Visher, Foxes, , kitt, blue, red sil- 
ver and white, Lynx, Martin, Minks, 
Musqnuasto, Otter, Skunks, Wolverine 
and Wolves.

More About Foxes. 

There is no distinet variety of foxes 
known as black, The so-called Wack 
foxes are simply extra dark silver. Some 
of the most valuable silver foxes ever 


sold in London were shipped by Edmon- 


ton merchants. 

The Lynx are sometimes nearly as 
thick as rabbits, They increase periodi- 
cally as the rabbiteddie off. The Lynx 
migrate, .Thowgh the Tynx, is such a 
fierce Jooking animal, it is*cowardly, but 
if cornered, makes’ a wicked fight. Tt 
tokes an extra good dog to kill one 
single handed 

Martens are at times in some places 
very nitmerous, and are easy ‘to trap. 
The Northern Marten though large and 
heavily furved are poor for sale and do 
not fetch such a good price as skins 
killed further south. The Mountain 
Marten are as a rule the best. Forest 
fires ave very destructive to the Marten, 
a fire ronning through a good Marten 
country often spoils it for ever 

Our Mink Valuable. 

Tho Mink of the North-West are large 
and valuable, though not 80 valuable as 
the eastern mink. They are at times 
very numerous, and when the fur as at 
present is fashionable command a@ high 


price. Mink is a hard fur to keep in its 
raw state as it dries ant very quickly 
held over from one season to another. 
Any lady having a good set of Mink 


firs, wants to keep it out of the bright 
sun in March and early fall, as it fades 
when exposed to the sun. 

Even when alive the fur of the mink 
fades as the sun gets a little 
strength in February and March. Moss 
quash ov Muskrat, are incregibly numer- 
ous af times. They die off periodically. 
They breed very fast and increas® very 
quickly, At present the fur is im gent 
lemond for coat linings and coats are 
now being made entirely of rat.

Skunks Are Lively. 
We have two skunks in the north-west 
the long and short striped. The latter ‘« 
the most valuable. The black skunk is 


not found in Alberta. The skunk is the 
first animal to take on its winter coat 
in-the fall, and the first to shed it in 
spring. This fur is used to imitate other 
furs, and in its natural color, under the 
trade name of Alaska Sable a great 
many skins are used, 

The Wolverine is a most destructive 
and mischievous animal. When one 
gets into a trapper’s line of traps, un- 


less he is killed a trapper may as well 
quit. He will knock down the traps, eat 
up the baits and the Martens, and if he 
cannot eat up all he finds, he will take 
them off and hide them. Many tales 
ave told of the cunning of the Wolverine 
Certain it is that no other animal is 
harder to trap. Set a steel trap and he 
will dig it up, and will bite poison baits 
in two and spit them out, The indians 
make a dead fall that generally gets 
him, and one steel trap on top of anoth 
ev, as offen successful, No fur makes 
a finer more> lasting robe than the 
Wolverine and if davk skins are secured 
no handsomer gobe can be had. Tnek- 
ily this animal is not very numerous. 
A Wolverine Story. 

Writing about Wolverines puts me én 
mind of a storyoin which a Wolverine 
«kin was the cause of much trouble. One 
fall a good many years ago, five miners 
in British Columbia coneluded to put in 
the winter ison trapping and so busdlt 
a big shack not far above Qnesvelle oa 
the Vraser River. I knew all of thes 
men later Mr. FE. Carey, (of Norris 
& Carey) was one and Mr. William 
Crest of St. Albert another of the five. 

When tho first snow fell in November 
they noticed tracks of some animal close 
around their shack, and one night one 
of the men watehed for this animal, and 
when it appeared shot at it, and next 
morning found the animal dead close
